this afternoon was conducted no differently from 
what It lias liisui since tiie oiHUiiiig day. Tiicre 

were no lalds exiHisisi. no records of la-ts made and 
.lustice Itiscliolfs decision relating to oral wagers 
was as strictl.v lived up to as on an.v day since 
the meeting liegan. It has heen detinitel.v announced 
that the Saratoga AsMiciafion would iiennit of no 
relaxation of their iireseiit stringent liettiiig restric- 
tjons. 

Owing to file very slow, muddy track numerous 
withdrawals impaired the otiierwise gissl card, only 
Itvo of the original tivc entered starting in the 
tcature ra<s> at one mile and a ipiarter. The pres- 
ence of Fair I’la.v ami his redonhtalile mud-running 
MUalitics scared out Dandelion. Ihiiioscara and I’ius 
••iml X'eedies. leaving oniy a solitar.v opponent in 
iKnanle to contest tlie $rsHi purse. Toilay's race 
was ill the nature of a luildic trial for the Travers 
Slakes and Mr. liclunuirs groat three-year-old uuali- 
liiul haiids^uiiely foi- tliat famous old Saratoga event 
X'otter’s luoinentary indecision as to whether lie 
should drop in lieliiud Dorante on tlie first turn and 
allow the latter to make the running, nearly iire- 
ciiiitatisl a collision iK-tween tlie pair, as liorante 
was lairing over sieadily and forcing Fair Flay 
into dangerously close proxiniil.v to the fence. To 
avoid the impisling interfemn-e .Notter siiddiiil.i 
drove Fair Fla.v through, forcing his wav hy slie.-r 
liriite streugtli past IHuaute into tlie lead, where 
he licid swa.y witliout niiich effort for the remainder 
of the long journey. Kayiiiond and .\ugiist Ihdnionl. 
.fr.. la-cupied the family laix during llio runnitig of 
tlie race and were inlerestisl siavtalors of the 
struggle, the former ladng particularly wrought up 
while tlie critical first turn was made. Madman 
siihsmiiienfl.v won the last race of tlie dav for .Mr.

MUCH RAIN AND MUD AT FORT ERIE. 

Jockey Powers Has a Bad Day and Fails to Land 
a Winner. 



Hiiffalo. X. A'.. .Vugust 7. — .Vfter a heav.v rain last 
night .had put the tra<-k in bad <*on(lltion. the 
weather promiseil to Im* pleasant, but just Iiefore 
racing time another downpour liegan and continued. 
W'illi the exception of a slight let-up. until after the 
closing race. Despite tlie tlireatening weather a 
large attendance was on liand and suffered no in- 
convenience.

Followers of .iockey Fowers had a disas'trous dav. 
Hie rider failing to hind a single winner. Fsiiry 
and Holden Sliore. IkiHi short priced were the only 
favorites to land their iiurses. Michael .Vngi io. 
WiKMlside. Hlack Hawk and Warner Hriswell were 
Hie tiealen choi<*es. In eacli instance second choice - 
took Hieir .measuri*. Tlie racing was spirited ami 
close. 

Tile steeideHiase was spectacular .11111 additionailv 
interesting from tin* fact tliat no mishaiis to the 
starters iH-curred desidte tlie dilbciilt cour.se tlicv 
had to tracers**. Tliere were deeii taiois in several 
idaccs along Hie ciHirse and the water almost in 
velo|M*d iiorses and riders as tliey splashed lliroiigli. 

H. vzatiHtie proved Hie liest of Hie uuarleite and 
won rather handil}' from Woialside. During the 
early running Hie entire field ran closely gi*i>uii**d. 

I. a Veita and t'ri*<din being the k*aders. .Vftc;- 
one turn of the i-ourse Hie leaders tired and Hyzan 
tine and Wiaalside fonglit it out. Crcvlin was ai. 
easy third. 

Holscher's victory in tin* closing race elicited 
iiiucli cnthiisiasni. During the lirst half Ibdsclier 

was a distant last and liis cliaiici*s of winning aii- 
peared hoiielcss. .\icol. liowever. rous**d liini into 
activity and. gainitig with .great raiddity. he g.it 
up ill the last stride after a plieiionienal stretch 
riisli. I.a Fayette taking second place. 

Holden Sliore outclass<*d his o|iponents iti tin* lifth 
race and won cantering. In the sixth F.siiry and 
(trieiital (jui*en. liotli sliowing a decided liking for 
the going, ran as a team nearly all the wa.v. I'siiry 
managing to gain the deciding advantage in the 
filial strides. Hambriniis sliowed tin* most S|n*ed in 
Hie third race, in whicli tin* largest liehl of tin* 
aftciniMin started, atid won catitering. 

Fred Hiirlew was a visitor lliis afleriiiMm. lb* 
arrived from Franc** .vesterda.v. Dlwiissiiig French 
racitig he said Hie turf uliroaii is in a liealtli.v state 
and fill* from fanatical prejiidi**es. To maintain a 
racing stable in France ci>sts a great deal and he 
has no inleDtion of catnpaigning a siring of liis own 
there. He would. how**ver. be willing to ,*iece|>t a 
liosition with some big stable as first trainer. For 
the iiresent lie has not bi'Cn appriKicli<*d b.v an.v 
of the big racing managers on the subject. .\lr. 
Hmlew. while abroi.d. eiijoy**d hiiiiself and attended 
the races daily. Eugf'tie l.eigh. he said, lias alsmt 
sev(*nfy-live horses under ids charge and is meeting 
success. 

The judges announced that in future ,iiK*k**y S. 
FI.* IIP will not be allowed to accept an.v iniai* mounts 
here on account of his timidity. The bo.v has lost 
all form and on Hie slightest pretext, when in 
danger of being **iil *iff, will pull up almost to a 
standstill. 

MORE OF JUSTICE GAYNOR'S DECISION. 

In addition to .Tusti**c Gayiior's ruling, as printed 
in Friday's Ilaeing Form, over the g*df game iH'tting 
case in New York, the eminent jurist in his de- 
cision said: 

"The difference lH*twe**n ordinary betting and 
gambling is tixi plain to reipiire words. An ordi- 
nar.v li«>t is not a crime, whetlier made in your par 
lor or on Hie g<df links or on tin* raee truck. niH- 
is the making of a note or nicnioraiidtim thereof, 
hut if you hold yours**lf out to li**t and bi*t all 
comers or generally, or b**come a .gen**ral recorder 
of such Im*Is or of iH'ts between tilliers, .vou are 
guilty of a crime. 

"Ordinary bettiieg never was mail** a crime in 
this slate. The law lias never descended to tlirust- 
ing its nose into the |M*rsonal conduct of men 
and women to that extent, and those who tr.v to 
make it appear that it lias only tend to create a 
disr**siiect for the law. 

"No law can be etifor**ed except by public oidnion. 
and wise legislatures never pass a law that lacks, 
public opinion in its faver. Such laws are dead 
letters, except as tlu*.v ar<* sfiired up from time 
to time by the few auiong us who delight in med- 
dling witli the <**uiducl of others, or to lev.v black- 
mail. Tlie community shi**ls th(*m as the snake 
does its skin. 

".VII that the last legislature did in respei-t to 
the gambling laws was lo make lliein appl.v inside 
of the race tra<*k ineli.surcs as well as outside. 

".Vs to tin* writing of a memorandum of a 1 m*I on 
a card by tlie relator, it is enough to say that 
section .TAI of the penal i-odi* Is confined in plain 
terms to the case of tii-rsons engaged in the re- 
cording or registering of bets of all **omers as a 
practice or busiinjss. That is common gambling or 
aiding and abetting common gamblhag, which the 
law do**s not tolerate.”

Buffalo. N. Y., .August 7. — The racing to be held 
at .lamest OM'u is to he a mixed meeting consisting 
of one trotting race and five races for runners 
dally, it is only to be of thirteeu days’ duration, 
with a itosaihle extension of twelve more should 
I'ondltions warrant. It is said the Jockey Club wiil 
lend it.s apitroval to tlie holding of the meeting. 

ENGLISH LAW AND THE PARI-MUTUEL. 

‘•Someone wrote to The Simrtsman last week to 
ask if there were any chance that the pari-mu- 
tiiel wonld he introduced iuto Englaud. or whether 
its employment was a penal offense.” says the Ixm- 
don Referee. "The question has Ijeen tried, and 
deelded — illegally. Y'ears ago a pari-mutuel ma- 
< bine was set u|i in the public part of Wolver- 
hampton course; the men who were working it were 
arrested and convictetl under tlie vagrant act on 
the ground that tlie macliine was ‘an instrument 
for wagering on a game of chance.’ The ‘learned’ 
Judge eoiihi uot get out of his learned head a rooted 
idea that a pari-mutuel was tlie same sort of a 
llilng as a roulette laiard or a teetotum table — that, 
in fact, aii.vthiiig liiit pure chance governed its 
<i|X-rations. Of course, it is nothing of the kind. 
■No one knows more about this sulije<‘t than .Mr. 
*i. H. Stultield. and he declared that tlie convic- 
tion was wholly wrong, and tliat there is no law 
under whieli the workers of the niiieliiiie could jmis- 
sihiy lie attacked. I think it higlil.v proliahle that 
Miuie enterprising race course iiianager may be lii- 
elined to put tlie matter to the lest. 

■'.A reason for doing so is tliat the novelty would 
aUraetive; a reason against is that liookinakers. 
on whose sii|>iMirt race courses to a not inconsider- 
able extent deiienil, iialurally would not like it; 
and our enterprising race course manager would 
have to consider what was tiest tm the interests of 
bis Company. No doiilit a certain iiuiulier of men 
would use the machine instead of belting with the 
ring, aud the ready-money men would lie most 
affected, l>eeause there would be an idea that the 
mutiiel paid tietter prices than the layers. I ha|i- 
pen to know that if the late Mr. Charles Perkins 
hart lived a little lunger, tliere would have lieeu 
a pari-mutuel at Gosforth Park. He liked tlie 
idea of it. and was pre|iare<l to set one up and 
stand to lie shot at if aiiyliody wantinl to shoot 
at him, ticlng eoiiviiici'd tliat .Mr. Stutfield was 
right ill his inteipietalion of the law. It is ipiite 
on the cards that MaiichiNly else will try.
